Red top does fairly well If planted 
In the fall, and will thrive best In soils 
that are decidedly wet. but It will give 
you neither the grazing nor the hay 
that llerrouda grass will. 

Orchard grass la only moderately 
satisfactory. If planted In the fall It 
makes very gfxwj winter and spring 
growth but langulslica In the sum- 
mer, and much of it dtea nut during 
August. I think It Is nothing like as 
desirable as I'.-rmuda grass 

There are some cultivated grasses 
that do well during- the porlod of 
growth, but tjiey mature the seed and 
die out In ihe early summer; these 
Include fescue graaa. Italian rya 
grass and others of thla claas.

A creep should be provided In the 
pasture so that ralvea may have so 
ceaa to grain without being disturbed 
by cowa. aa it is very Important to 
start beef calves on grain belore they 
srs weaned. They may ba> kept In s 
separate lot into which the cowa are 
turned twice • day. If thla method la 
preferred In this c.ae there will, of 
course, be no need h.» creeps or any- 
thing else to keep cows from Ihe grata 
which may be fed at such times that 
the cowa will not disturb the calves 

The calves may be started on a mix- 
ture of two parts of shelled corn to 
one part of oats by weight. The oats 
may be gradually reduced until none 
Is being fed at the end of eight weeka, 
but while thla la being done a little 
old process linseed oil meal or cotton- 
seed meal should be added and the 
quantity gradually Increased until It 
makes up about a seventh of the 
weight of the ration. On full feed 
ralvea should eat about two pounds of 
grain for every hundred pounds live 
weight In addition ,o |OIM j roughage.

world from old Venice. Many nation* 
traded with Trebliond in Its event- 
ful past and everyone In turn waxed 
fat and prosperous and fell, until the 
Turk came to control the Dardanelles 
In MM, and now Russia seeks to own 
tho lllsrk sea.

Than a cycle of Cathay. 
So sang Tennyson; but the cycles of 
Cathay, for all that, have tremendous 
human Intercut, could we but fathom 
them aud read th.-lr story. It Is the 
dust of tho desert that settled about 
Trebliond. dust that Itusslan and Turk 
are atlrring up In the Onal struggle of 
the Ottoman to stem the Invasion that 
would wrest from him tho last rem- 
nant of his once pow.-rful sway. 
Mysticism of Far Cathay. 
When you feel that dust of agea ris- 
ing and smell tho sandalwood and 
Splcery of tbe East and the same pun- 
gent odor of the camels that you may 
have noticed in new America on cir- 
cus day, you lose all sense of time; you 
lose view of the land beyond the west-

with age. eons and eons of time 

So. as the Turk crouches In his 
little remaining corner of Asia Minor, 
tho Turk of the third Turkish Inva- 
sion of the region about Trebliond— 
as tbe Turk tries to stand off the Rus- 
sian glacier which Is grinding Its 
exorabl* way down from tbe 
North, we may well wonder at the 
haxe of mystery that appears In the 
dust that the waning hosts raise la 
that venerable section. 

Bound the West to th* East. 

The dust of Trebliond was tracked 
there by countless caravans of pa- 
tient camels through countless cen- 
turies. The routo they followed was 
the slender thread of a trail that for 
centuries bound together tbe East 
and West— the West vigorous In Its 
crude barbarity, ornamenting Itself 
with the Jewels and silks of the East. 

Ret ween the avarice of tho West 
and the riches of the Eaat nature had 
put a barrier of mountain and deaert 
which could be penetrated at only a 
few places. I'nerrlngly. with the ex- 
perience of ages, the caravan leaders 
picked the trail. It ran south 600 
miles from Trebliond to riagdad. the 
Itagdad of the Arabian Nlghta and 
Huron al Rashid; It broke over Into 
i'orsla on the esst and ran Jfio miles 
to Ispahan; then wound among the 
mountains snd plains east, always 
east. 760 miles to Kandahar in Af- 
ghanistan; then up to Kabul 400 miles 
farther and to Jelalahad and through 
old Khyber pass into India— a full 
2,000 miles as the camel trails. 

At Khyber pass tho caravans divid- 
ed, going Into far Cathay, into Cash- 
mere's lovely vales, sung by Leila 
llookh s, minstrel prince, to mvsleri- 
ous Mongolia, to all the oldest tribes 
on earth, who made the luxuries for 
tho rest of tbe world. 

This Is tho storied city, whose dust 
Is being stirred by the warriors of this 
the twentieth century. Perhaps the 
very gunpowder that may yet awaken 
the echoes In the old camel-trod 
streets la now being made In a factory 
In that crude, upstart land. America, 
which Columbus stumbled on when he 
waa hunting around for a way to cir-

Sudan araaa. to the exclusion of 
all other hay. wa» fed to the uors.s of 
the two troops mentioned for one 
month and the resulta were aatlafae- 
tory In every respect.

REGULATE QUALITY OF MILK MUCH HARM IN OVERFEEDING 



Source of Infection Mutt Firat Ba 
Controlled — Milker Must Ce 
Clesn in Every Respect 

In order In control the quality of 
milk, the source of Infection roust 
first be controlled The sources of 
Infection sre several, consisting of the 
banda and rlothtaV! of the milker, the 
mud and dirt of tha pasture, barn- 
yard and stable, the accumulation on 
the body ot the cow: the air of the 
barn and the milking utenslla. Aa for 
the one who doea the milking, he 
should wear clean outer gnrments. 
have clean banda and he clean In all 
respects Since cows do not like un- 
necessary delay. It la beat to milk 
quickly, quietly, cleanly and thor- 
oughly. Dogs. cata. or loafers should 
not be allowed around at milking 
time 

The milking utensils should be of 
metal. The modem dslry palla are ex- 
cellent. The milking utensils should 
he waahed In warm water, scalded 
thoroughly and Inv.-rted in the open 
air with as much sunlight as noas.Me 
to ahlne on them. 

As for a aeparstor. you know that 
n dirty one la a good breeding place 
for germs These germs multiply rap- 
idly and contaminate all milk and 
iTMira run through the machine. You 
• an see the necessity of cleaning the 
separator thoroughly with warm wa- 
tar. The sunlight kills germs, to let 
as much sunlight to the sepsrator as 
poaalMe.

Excellent Vegetable for Winter and 
Spring aa Well aa Good Stock Food

The rutabaga la an excellont winter 
and spring vegetable for the table aa 
well aa a good stock rood It haa alao 
been deroonstrstod thst they rind s 
Maty sale on the southern marketa 
during the winter and early aprtng. 

Kor rutabagaa the soli should be 
finely prepared and the teed sown In 
drills about three feet apart. Aa aoon 
aa a stand Is secured the j>lanta are 
thinned to about ten Inrhea In the 
drill and glvi<n llgbt cultivation a. fre- 
quent intervals until frost cornea. Thla 
plant will stand any degree of cold 
that we are likely to have In the ex- 
treme South. Well rotted lot manure 
ta the b.>st fertiliser to use. but If It 
U not available cottonseed 
answer thu 



Wide Difference In Animals In Manner 
of Consuming Feed — Large Amount 
of Matsrisl Wasted. 

There la often danger of overfeed- 
ing animals to t' e extent thst so much 
mstertsl la taken Into the ayatem that 
some of It la not properly ssalmllate4 
or wasted There Is a wide difference 
In animals In the manner of contum- 
Ing fe.»d. Some will stop when the 
atomach Is full and wait until there la 
a call due to the needs of the body 
for more feed, while others will not 
wait, hut seem to delight In cntlnu- 1 
ally eating or nibbling at their food. 1 
Many horses have thla latter charac- 
teristic and It acta aa a detriment to 
the wwll Iteing of the animal 

If the horse continues to eat after 
the stomach baa hoen Hll«»d, the mate- 
rial already In the atnmarh will ba 
forced on Into the inteatlnea before 
ingestion haa boon completed The 
feed will In thla way not only be watt- 
ed, but some of the energli>t of the 
body will be taxed to dispose of the 
excessive amount and the horse will 
be injured Inst.-ad of being benefited 
by the good intentions of the feednr 
The firnetlce of rewllng large quantt 
tlea of rough feed, as dry or musty 
hsy or fodder, should be strictly guard- 
ed agalnat. as It producra the condi- 
tion thst usually results In Indigestion 
snd In the end msy bring on heaves 

DRAINED FIELD FOR ALFALFA 

Site *ei ectrd Should Be Oentty Sloping 
to Prevent Accumulation of Wa- 
ter— A void Depressions. 



In telectlng t site for tlftirt choose 
t well drained field having, preferably, 
a gentle slope, so ns to prevent an ae 
cumulation of water from melting 
snow or heavy spring rains Avoid 
fields hsvlng numerous pockets or da 
presslons. aa the alfalfa will either ha 
drowned nut or smothered by covering 
Ire sheets snd blue grata will take Hs 
pltce. 

Alfalfa will do well on level fields, 
hut In the spring there Is always the 
dtnger of formation of smothering ire 

-ii. .-ts. which kill out slfalfa In 
areas.
